To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee 

of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital. 
Ladies  : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  to  you  the  work  accomplished 
in  the  Babies'  Wards  during  the  past  year,  from  October  1, 
1 92 1,  to  October  1,  1922.  We  have  admitted  1,661  children 
and  given  15,891  days'  care  to  them. 

This  is  quite  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year,  in  spite  of 
having  to  close  the  Wards  temporarily  last  Spring  during  the 
widespread  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  order  to  check  the  con- 
tagion; and  last  Summer  for  about  six  weeks,  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  nurses  available,  we  were  obliged  to  limit  the  chil- 
dren admitted  to  the  number  that  could  be  adequately  cared 
for.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  necessary  number  of  nurses 
can  be  sustained  in  future. 

The  Admission  Department  has  done  very  good  work 
under  Dr.  Rogers,  Dr.  Sonda,  and  Dr.  McElroy,  who  is  now 
in  charge. 

We  sent  26  children  to  Sea  Cliff,  and  55  to  various  other 
convalescent  homes,  who  were  all  greatly  benefitted  by  their 
treatment  and  stay  in  the  fresh  country  air.  You  will  be 
interested  in  reading  the  report  of  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee to  see  the  large  number  of  families  helped  by  our  in- 
valuable visitor,  Miss  Weiss. 

The  various  Committees  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  The  Social 
Service,  The  Junior  Auxiliary,  The  Babies'  Wards  Guild,  The 
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Clothing,  and  The  Committee  on  Supported  Beds,  have  all 
done  good  work,  and  I  trust  that  their  membership  may  be 
increased  and  their  interest  deepened. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  capable  and  devoted  head 
nurse,  with  two  assistant  head  nurses,  one  for  day  and  one 
for  night  duty.  Our  wards  are  in  splendid  condition,  with 
every  convenience  that  we  can  provide  in  our  limited  space 
for  the  medical  and  surgical  work. 

We  must  always  remember  that  we  are  a  teaching  hospital, 
and  that  it  is  necessary  to  try  to  keep  our  Wards  as  Models  of 
what  Babies'  Wards  should  be;  but  in  order  to  accomplish 
this,  our  expenses  are  so  heavy,  in  spite  of  every  effort  to 
economize,  that  we  may  be  obliged  to  curtail  our  work  if  we 
cannot  secure  more  yearly  subscribers.  If  it  were  generally 
appreciated  how  much  the  cost  of  caring  for  the  sick  has  in- 
creased, I  feel  the  help  we  need  would  be  given.  Twenty 
years  ago  a  bed  could  be  supported  yearly  by  a  gift  of  $200; 
ten  years  later  it  cost  $425,  and  now  it  costs  $1 ,400  to  give  the 
same  service.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the  yearly  gift  of 
$200  towards  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  bed,  but  I  am  sure 
that  you  will  all  realize  that  we  need  seven  more  subscribers 
to  every  one  we  have  now,  to  fully  cover  the  expenses  of  each 
patient. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  recording  my  deep  appre- 
ciation of  your  unfailing  support  and  co-operation,  and  I  also 
wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Dennett,  our  Medical 
Director,  and  to  Colonel  Wadhams,  our  Executive  Officer, 
for  their  kindly  help  and  suggestions  in  the  work  of  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  DIRECTOR 


The  Babies'  Wards  Department  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hos- 
pital and  Medical  School,  now  in  its  fortieth  year,  still  con- 
tinues to  do  a  splendid  work,  both  for  the  individual  babies 
who  come  to  us  for  care,  and  for  the  community  at  large.  Its 
far-reaching  influence  is  well-known,  but  it  does  no  harm  to 
constantly  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  hundreds  of  doctors 
come  from  all  parts  of  the  country  to  study  the  diseases  of 
infancy  and  return  to  their  own  community  with  a  knowledge 
and  inspiration  which  they  have  gained  while  taking  their 
courses  with  us.  These  courses  have  been  tremendously  ex- 
tended and  enlarged  during  the  last  two  years,  so  that  now 
we  can  take  the  general  practitioner  who  comes  to  us  with  a 
frank  statement  of  ignorance  concerning  this  specialty  and 
can  make  of  him  a  specialist  in  diseases  of  children  worthy  of 
the  name. 

Baby  welfare  work  of  all  descriptions  received  a  wonderful 
impetus  during  the  war,  when  it  was  realized  that  the  defec- 
tive young  adult  was  unfitted  for  military  duty  or  other  life- 
work  by  defects  that  might  have  been  prevented  or  cured  in 
childhood.  The  Children's  Department  of  the  N.  Y.  Post- 
Graduate  Hospital  and  Medical  School  has  indeed  been  doing 
its  part  in  carrying  out  these  ideals. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  tendency  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is 
more  and  more  toward  taking  care  of  the  most  acutely  and 
dangerously  ill  children.  Many  of  the  cases  that  formerly 
were  considered  hospital  cases,  like  rickets,  diarrhea,  malnu- 
trition, and  the  so-called  feeding  cases,  are  now  taken  care 
of  in  the  home  with  our  extended  Out-Patient  and  Social  Ser- 
vice Departments.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  public  could 
only  know  of  the  desperately  ill  children  whom  we  treat,  of 
the  lives  that  are  being  saved,  of  the  skillful  treatment  volun- 
tarily given  by  physicians  most  eminent  in  their  line,  or  even 
of  individual  cases,  much  needed  money  would  come  pouring 
into  the  Babies'  Wards.  To  cite  just  one  case:  that  of  a  lit- 
tle child  four  years  old,  with  empyema  of  the  pericardium. 
This  child  was  desperately  sick,  and  the  skillful  diagnosis  of 
the  medical  staff  and  the  X-ray  department  brought  to  light 
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the  fact  that  the  heart  was  beating  in  a  sack  of  pus,  or  abscess. 
Here  the  surgeons  were  called  in,  and  an  operation  was  per- 
formed upon  the  heart  sack  itself,  the  abscess  was  emptied 
out  and  drained,  with  the  result  that  this  child  is  perfectly 
well  to-day,  one  of  the  very  few  that  have  ever  recovered 
from  this  disease.  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  wider  publicity 
should  be  given  to  such  splendid  work,  and  this  is  only  one 
of  innumerable  cases  which  might  interest  the  world  at  large. 

There  is  one  field  of  endeavor  that  is  not  covered  by  the 
institution,  that  of  Oral  Hygiene.  We  have  a  splendid  de- 
partment of  Oral  Surgery,  where  the  worst  cases  of  diseases 
of  the  teeth,  mouth,  and  jaw  may  be  treated,  an  oral  surgeon 
of  international  reputation  being  at  the  head  of  this  depart- 
ment, but  the  great  mass  of  children,  80  to  90  per  cent  of 
whom  have  unclean  mouths  which  are  the  starting  points  of 
heart  disease,  Bright's  disease,  rheumatism,  and  other  dreaded 
illnesses,  are  uncared  for.  Every  child  that  comes  into  the 
Babies'  Wards  or  the  Out-Patient  Department  should  be  in- 
spected by  an  Oral  Hygienist,  whose  full  time  must  be  paid 
for,  the  teeth  cleaned  by  her — for  many  of  them  are  women — 
the  mother  instructed  in  their  further  care,  and,  if  necessary, 
turned  over  to  the  dentist,  who  must  be  paid  for  his  services. 
We  will  be  far  behind  the  time  unless  we  find  money  very 
soon  to  conduct  such  a  department.  While  the  physician  is 
a  volunteer  and  gives  his  services,  the  dentist  must  be  paid 
for  his  work. 

The  Medical  Staff  has  not  been  changed  throughout  the 
year,  except  by  additions  of  younger  members  to  the  Staff. 
The  Pediatric  Department  now  has  thirty-four  doctors  who 
are  giving  their  time  to  the  Babies'  Wards  and  Out-Patient 
Department.  This  does  not  include  Surgeon,  Ear,  Nose, 
Throat,  and  other  specialists.  A  new  Directress  of  Nurses, 
Miss  Robinson,  has  come  to  us  during  the  past  year,  and 
while  her  field  includes  the  entire  hospital,  we  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  of  her  co-operation  and  help  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  and  to  offer  in  return  all  the  help  that  we  can  give 
her.  The  Medical  Staff  also  wishes  again  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  AUXILIARY 
COMMITTEE,  1922 

Owing  to  the  change  in  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  and  the  fact  that  the  principal 
activities  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  Committee  take  place  at 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas,  and  were  reported  last  year,  I 
can  only  state  at  this  time  what  we  propose  to  do  in  the  com- 
ing year:  to  supply  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  and 
to  support  a  bed  in  the  Babies'  Wards. 

It  was  reported  in  January  that  the  Victrolas  were  out  of 
order,  and  we  had  them  repaired  and  the  piano  tuned;  we 
also  supplied  some  glass  pitchers  and  mugs  that  were  needed. 

Our  new  Visiting  Committee  has  proved  most  efficient  dur- 
ing the  past  year;  they  attended  to  the  festivities  at  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas,  supplying  and  distributing  toys  and 
candy  and  filling  the  stockings.  They  kept  the  toy  boxes  in 
order  and  sent  in  contributions  of  toys,  jellies,  and  fruit,  also 
some  scrap-books  which  they  made  themselves. 

They  held  a  cake  sale  in  March,  at  which  they  made  $325. 
Part  of  this  amount,  $160.35,  repaired  the  roof-garden,  $62.12 
was  spent  for  ice-cream  during  the  hot  weather,  and  the  bal- 
ance, $102,  is  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  Committee  for  some  special  needs  in  the  Wards.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 
COMMITTEE,  1921-1922 

The  Committee,  through  Miss  Weiss,  has  cared  for  the 
convalescent  children  in  giving  them  after-care,  Christmas 
and  Easter  parties,  and  fresh-air  holidays  in  summer.  In 
April  our  funds  were  running  low.  Through  the  generosity 
of  Miss  Ruth  Draper,  who  gave  her  services,  and  of  Mr.  T.  B. 
Pond,  her  manager,  who  gave  us  part  of  the  proceeds,  a  very 
successful  and  lucrative  entertainment  was  given  in  the 
Lyceum  Theatre. 

A  Committee  having  been  formed  to  supervise  the  Social 
Service  of  the  entire  hospital,  which  has,  among  its  members, 
representatives  from  the  various  departments,  it  has  been 
thought  wise  to  dissolve  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  as  a  separate  organization. 

Work  among  the  babies  will  continue  as  in  the  past,  with 
its  special  nurse,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  even  larger  and  more 
effective  than  it  has  been.  It  will  be  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  to  whose 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  James  B.  Clemens,  10  East  71st  Street,  New 
York  City,  all  subscriptions  may  be  sent.  We  earnestly  trust 
you  will  continue  your  interest  and  the  generous  aid  which 
have  both  meant  so  much  to  the  suffering  and  needy  little 
ones. 

It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  during  the  year  from 
October,  1921,  to  October,  1922,  1,689  visits  were  made,  646 
quarts  of  milk  distributed,  and  poor  families  received  ice- 
tickets,  layettes,  clothing,  furniture,  and  medicine.
